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A BRAND NEW FACEOFF 


The Port Huron Flags professional hockey team returned to town for their 
second season. They came with a new coach, Stan Drulia; a new assistant coach, Jeff 
Blum; and only five returning players; Trevor Edwards, Ryan Gillis, Ryan Markham, 
Jeff Cameron, and Shayne Tomlinson. 

The Flags competed in the Eastern Conference along with the Muskegon 
Fury, the Flint Generals, the Kalamazoo K-Wings, and the Elmira Jackals. The 
Bloomington Prairiethunder, the Chicago Hounds, the Rockford Icehogs. the Fort 
Wayne Komets, and the Quad City Mallards made up the Western division. 

During the month of December, the Flags went on the longest winning streak 
in franchise history, winning eight games, and losing the next one in a shootout. One 
victory was earned at Wings Stadium in Kalamazoo, which ended a 34 month drought 
in Wings Stadium. This was the first Port Huron victory in Kalamozoo since 2004. 

Port Huron also saw a new professional football team roll into town— the 
Port Huron Pirates. In their inaugural season, the Pirates went undefeated, clinching 
the Great Lakes Bowl Championship. They competed against the Rochester Raiders, 
Marion Mayhem, Lehigh Valley Outlawz, New York-New Jersey Revolution, and the 
Battle Creek Crunch. 

Throughout the summer, the Battle Creek Crunch suspended operations, and 
nine teams were added: the Miami Valley Silverbacks, Springfield Stallions, Muske- 
gon Thunder, Wayne County Rumble, Kalamazoo Xplosion, Steubenville Stampede, 
New England Surge, Chesapeake Tide, and Chicago. Also, the league changed from 
the Great Lakes Indoor Football League (GLIFL) to the Continental Indoor Football 
League (CIFL). 

Both teams shared McMorran Arena as the site of all home games. From 
October through mid-April, the ice was used by the Flags. In mid-April, the ice was 
taken down and revamped into an indoor football field.

SILVER STICK 


Port Huron is the origin place, and home of the oldest tournament in North 
America, Silver Stick. It’s the only youth hockey tournament enshrined in the Hockey 
Hall of Fame in Toronto. 

Thirty-two teams in both the Pee Wee (ages 11-12) and Bantam (ages 13-14) 
divisions, along with 16 teams in Bantam AA. The 80 teams competed in a total of 
173 games throughout the three-weekend event. McMorran Main Arena, McMor- 
ran Pavilion, and both arenas at Glacier Pointe Ice Complex were used during Port 
Huron’s hosting of the event. The middle weekend games, which were held in Sarnia, 
Canada, was played at Sarnia's Clearwater Arena and the Sarnia Sports and Entertain- 
ment Center. Eight games also took place at Ice Mountain Arena, near Flint. 

The first area team to compete was the Blue Water Phantoms in the Bantam 
A. After falling short in their first game, they were able to come back and make it to 
the quarter-finals, but were unable to capitalize. The Port Huron Flags of the Atom A 
division competed during the second weekend of competition in Sarnia. They were 
only able to advance to the semi-finals. 

For the second year in a row, the Toronto Marlboros were crowned the Pee- 
Wee AAA champions. Toronto was also home to the Bantam AAA champions, the 
Toronto Junior Canadians. After beating out the local Blue Water Phantoms, the Mis- 
sissauga Jets also went on to clinch their division championship. 

Spectators were also treated to the special appearance by former Red Wing 
Steve Yzerman. who was there to support a friend's team. Many fans got the chance 
to get pictures and also received autographs. 

The director of Silver Stick. Pat Hills, was inducted into the Port Huron 
Sports Hall of Fame, at the fortieth annual Hall of Fame Enshrinement Banquet in the 
Thomas Edison Inn. He has been on the board of the Port Huron International Silver 
Stick Hockey Tournament for the past eighteen years.

Shane Franzer, 
Charlie Barrett, and Chris Bogas also came to represent their respected professional sports teams 
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BACK TO THE BEGINNING 


The Feast of the Ste. Claire is a living history re-enactment that over one hun- 
dred Big Red students worked on and over 600 living history re-enactors attended. 
Not only did Big Reds help out, but students attended from Port Huron Northern. Port 
Huron South, and Fraser High School. The Big Reds did everything from setting up 
tents and sun shades, to laying out and creating campsites and even dressing up and 
playing the roles of people in the 1 700’s to show spectators the former daily life styles. 

The visitors who came to see the Feast of the Ste. Claire in Pine Grove Park on 
Memorial Day weekend could listen to the sounds of the fifes and drums., the folk sing- 
ers, and dulcimers. They could smell the food of the time period cooking over a camp- 
fire. They learned just how day to day life happened in the time before school and TV. 

"I got to participate in the mock battle and show' visitors just w hat a battle in the 
1 8thcentury looked like,”said Matthew Mintz(06). Joining theschoolrundrill team. Big 
Reds had a chance to learn the French marching commands. Students did not just have to 
re-enact the military lifeof the 1 8th century they could participate in the drama programs. 

"The shows the students put on depict actual shows that would have been un- 
derstood by the common people of the time,” said Mrs. Denise McCaffrey, advisor of 
the shows. The kids enjoyed pulling people out of the audience giving them a first hand 
look at just what it is like to participate in a living history event. If students preferred 
not to be on stage, they could be behind the scenes to participate in the puppet show. 

Throughout the day spectators could catch a load of different events in- 
cluding festive dancing, sword fighting displays, mock battles, traditional church 
ceremonies, and even sample the food of the time period. Seeing this is not all; 
there are many vendors selling everything from clothes to toy horses to fine furs. 

"This event is fantastic,” said Founder Mr. Harry Burgess, “ It 
is able to show the people of the 21st Century what life was like in the 
18th.” Port Huron has been the home for this event for twenty-six years.

Capital Sound was formed in 1995 when the all-male Madison Junior Scouts 
and all-female Capitolaires merged together. 

The Corps work harder than most people think. On average they spend 800 
hours rehearsing for their 1 1 and a half minute performance; that’s nearly 70 hours for 
every 1 minute of their performance. The Drum Corps International's top corps spent 
about ten weeks touring the United States and Canada. 

The Drum and Bugle Corps activities formed a little after World War I, when 
groups of veterans formed corps to participate in performances such as parades. The 
Corps are made up of a brass section, color guard, and a percussion section. 



The Madison Scouts were the last drum and bugle corps to perform. Their theme was Primal 
Forces, which is rich in tribal culture based on warrior myths and legends from the pre-Columbian 
Americas. 
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Radio 1st of Port Huron sponsored a speaker set sculpture with their logo; it was displayed in front 
of McMorran Arena.

At no cost, younger viewers had fun with the children games like Bean Bag Toss and 
Tree Decorating. Children also could spend time decorating cookies w ith Mrs. Claus. During 
the festival, a talking tree was there to greet all the youngsters. 

Community members volunteered their time to collect admissions, run the Children 
Area, sell raffle tickets, play the role of Santa or Mrs. Claus, or speak for the Talking Tree. 
Volunteers also worked in the Elf Shop selling gifts and souvenirs to all the visitors. 

A second w inter event. The Ice Festival, ran from McMorran to Court Street. All of 
the shops downtow n were able to sponsor a sculpture that w as put on display in front of their 
store. The Main Street Welcome Center was the principle sponsor of the day, and provided 
free hot chocolate to the fans enjoying the event. 

Miniature penguins were hidden in random stores along Main Street. Once seek- 
ers found all of the penguins, they submitted their form to the Main Street Welcome Center. 
One form was then chosen at random, and the winner received a pair of tickets to a Port Hu- 
ron Flags game. A S50 savings bond was awarded to the lucky guesser selecting the correct 
amount of money in the piggy bank sponsored by Eastern Michigan Bank.

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WE’RE GOIN’ TO THE FAIR 


The bright lights, the taste of the food, the wind in your face, and the sounds of the 
music and screams were all memories to be captured during the summers fairs. 

In the heat of summer, the annual St. Clair County 4-H and Youth Fair once again 
brought some well needed excitement to the school-free days. The Antique Tractor pull kicked 
the fair off, and led the crowd to the opening ceremonies where the King and Queen were 
crowned. Other events during the week-long fair included the live rodeo, livestock auctions, 
and the petting zoo. BMX racing, the demolition derby, motocross, and figure 8 races all took 
place in the Rimrock Crater. On each day of the fair, McDonagh’s Amusements provided car- 
nival rides for the fair's spectators. 

The Armada Fair, known as fcfc the best little country fair in Michigan," ran from Au- 
gust 15-20. Spectators enjoyed a petting farm, the pedal and tractor pull, and 4-H judging. 
McDonagh's Amusements provided the carnival rides for each day of the event. Every eve- 
ning the main arena was host to different events, such as the Motocross, Demolition Derby, 
and the Figure 8. Fireworks were also set off nightly, sponsored by McDonagh's Amusements. 
The biggest attraction to the Armada Fair was a concert put on by country recording artist 
Little Big Town. They were introduced on August 18 by Radio 1st WSAQ. 

Michigan is also home to the oldest state fair in the country, with the first one taking 
place just twelve years after the birth of the state. The State Fair was the last to take place 
before the start of school. The most unique feature of the State Fair was the Miracle of Life 
Exhibit, w here guests could watch the live birth of an animal live. There were a total of 542 
live births this year; 10 lambs, 14 calves, 156 quail, 141 chicks, and 12 ducks. 

Another special event to the State Fair w as the free concerts that were included with 
admission to the fair. This year, the live concerts were moved from the Colosseum, to the 
Bandshell, due to the sound systems. Detroit country music station 99.5 WYCD brought 
in Billy Currington to open the series on Tuesday August 28. Adding to the excitement was 
Montgomery Gentry, performing on the last day of the fair.

PORT HURON CELEBRATED 

“Happy Birthday to you!” Using a word that’s as hard to pronounce as it is to spell. Port Huron heralded its Sesquicentennial on February 4, 
2007. A landmark date, the city of Port Huron is now 150 years young; just imagine the candles on that cake! 

The Thomas Edison Inn, named after Port Huron’s most famous citizen, hosted one major w inter celebration, the Sesquicentennial Gala, at the 
spot where Edison lived as a young boy. There were other birthday reminders, as well. On display at 
the Port Huron Museum were Russell Sawyer’s photos from 1930-1980, including the 1949 photo 
of the Port Huron city hall fire and the 1 938 photo of the construction of the first Blue Water Bridge; 
many of this freelance artist's photos were taken for the Times Herald. 

How did it all begin? Here’s a quick local history lesson. Fort St. Joseph was built in 1686 
at the St. Clair River. The city was incorporated in 1 857. By 1 837 the name “Port Huron” was being 
used to describe the settlement near the Fort Gratiot military post. 

Here are a few PHHS historical dates. The Student yearbook dates back over 100 years. 

The early PHHS building was constructed in the 1800’s and burned in 1873. The following year a 
new building was constructed on the site that now houses St. Clair County Community College. The 
school’s current building dates back to 1955. Northern’s building was constructed in the 1964. 

The logo for the Sesquicentennial was designed by Debbie Gillett and included the Fort 
Gratiot Lighthouse, water, and the number 150.
